Summary of reasons for decision: 

'Wicked Camper DZA187' is a campervan for hire painted with bright graffiti graphics. The 
campervan was submitted for classification on behalf of the Commissioner of Police. Photographs of 
the images and text that appear on the campervan were supplied to facilitate classification. The sides 
of the campervan have large images of “Cheech & Chong”, a comedy duo well-known in the 1970s 
and 1980s for films involving cannabis use. However, no images of any drug, or of the use of any 
drug, appear with these images. Text in large capitals on the rear of the campervan contains a 
reference to using the drug LSD. However, the wording, alone or in the context provided by the 
other elements on the campervan, is only mildly promotional of the use of LSD. In the framework 
set by the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 classification decisions must be reasonable and 
demonstrably justifiable. In this instance, the material considered does not promote or encourage 
criminal acts to an extent or degree that would be likely to be injurious to the public good. The text 
on the back of the van is unlikely to make enough of an impression on young viewers to justify 
restricting the campervan from them. To impose a restriction on this campervan would be neither 
reasonable nor justified.
